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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitations regarding identifying a type and model of a second wireless device and selecting from among a 
plurality of pairing information based on the identified device has not been previously claimed and would require further search and/or 
consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the applicant's arguments directed 
towards the objection of claims 5 and 13 (Amendment, Page 9), the examiner notes that the independent claims require pairing information 
that is "unique" while the dependent claims simply reiterate that the code is unique or specific. Thus, this argument has been fully 
considered, but is not convincing. With respect to the applicant' new arguments directed to claim 15 (Amendment, Pages 15-16), the 
examiner notes that Thomas et al (US 2002/0065663) already teaches computer/machine recognition of speech for device pairing 
(Paragraph 0022) and that Haller et al (US 6,845,097) is not relied upon to teach such a feature with respect to claim 15 (see Prior OA, 
Page 16). Thus, this argument has been fully considered, but is not convincing. The remainder of the applicants' arguments not directed to 
the newly claimed limitations has been previously addressed (see Prior OA, Pages 2-7). Thus, the prior position has been maintained. 
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
